This application names Tobin Gaedke and Jon Cameron as co-inventors. A continuation 
application Serial No. 09/453,545 from this application has since issued as U.S. Patent No. 
6,685,094 B2 which names Jon Cameron as a sole inventor. A lawsuit is pending where Tobin 
Gaedke is asserting his co-inventorship rights as respects U.S. Patent No. 6,685,094 B2; Robert 
Sek and Tobin Gaedke v. Jon Cameron and Pop! Technology LLC . Case No. 304-CV-753-B
